before 9.15a.m. The reconstruct- 
. ion of the battle signals, asnaval 
historians know, was rendered 
‘. possible by the preservation of 
‘the logs of the Belleisle, Mars, 
- Ajax, Orion, Defiance, Conqueror, 
Bellerophon, Naiad, Neptune, 
Euryalus, Achille, Temeraire, 
‘ Agamemnon, Defence, Revenge, 
Minotaur, Pickle, Africa, ‘and 
Dreadnought. 
But this old book, in its cover of

2 expected, it is the old pro- 
fessionals, the afflisted and. those 
who have never done an honest 
day’s work in their lives and 
never will while they can receive 
cumshaw 80 readily af the hands 
of Europeans, who have secured 
the best pitches. These are 
making’a good thing out of their 
ibegging. at the present time. -On 
the other hand, the really needy, 
cannot earn eufiicient 
to pay for'their food, and who 
have taken to begging to supple- 
ment their slender incomes, have 
to be content with the few cents 
which their more fortunate com- 
patriots bestow upon them. 

4 FAVOURITE HAUNT. 

We should imagine there is no 
fspot in the Colony so frequented 
by beggars as Ice House Street in 
the vicinity of the Star Ferry. At 
all times-of the day one is accost- 
ad.
